To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend. 


Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend  for  the  year  1956.  This  report  has  been 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  19/56 
of  11th  December,  1956. 

Comparison  with  the  statistics  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  indicates  no  significant  variation  as  far  as  Wallsend  is 
concerned.  The  Birth  Rate  continued  to  be  higher  than  that  of  the 
country  generally  -  20.7  per  1,000  population  compared  with  15.7 
for  England  and  Wales.  But  despite  this  higher  Birth  Rate  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  (i.e.  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age)  remained  low  at  26.2  per  1,000  related  live  births,  not  very 
much  above  that  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  (23.8). 

According-  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the 
population  increased  by  120  to  49,560.  The  Crude  Death  Rato  was 
9.77  compared  with  10.44  per  1,000  population  in  1955 2  the  Death 
Rate ,  adjusted  by  the  comparability  factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar- 
General  was  13.28  compared  with  13.15  in  1955.  In  neither  instance 
was  there  any  significant  difference  between  the  figures  for  1955 
and  1956  or  with  the  figures  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  connected  with  childbirth. 

With  the  exception  of  Measles  which  affected  787  children, 
1956  was  a  year  of  low  incidence  of  infectious  diseases.  Only 
two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred.  In  May  and  June  a  beginning 
was  made  with  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis?  340  children 
received  the  course  of  two  injections. 

Although  the  number  of  cases  remaining  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Register  continued  to  be  much  the  same  as  in  previous  year  (403) , 
there  was  little  doubt  that  the  severitjr  of  the  new  cases  discovered 
had  decreased  and  that  prospects  of  cure  had  improved  in  most  instances. 
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3.C.G.  Vaccination  continued  to  be  made  available  to  children 
in  the  second  last  year  at  school  and  tuberculin  skin  testing 
was  offered  to  all  children  in  their  first  year  at  school. 

The  improvements  mentioned  in  the  general  food  hygiene 
standards  in  Wallsend  have  been  maintained.  In  most  instances 
managers  and  proprietors  of  shops  and  restaurants  co-operated 
well  in  making  any  alterations  required  by  the  new  food  hygiene 
regulations.  The  Food  Trade  in  general  has  realised  that 
clean  attractive  premises  mean  better  business:  what  is  needed 
now  is  more  criticisms  from  members  of  the  public  when 
unsatisfactory  conditions  are  found. 

In  April,  1956,  the  first  post-war  Slum  Clearance 
Inquiry  was  held.  As  a  result,  towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  clearing  of  119  houses  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  &  Local  Government  and  the  tenants  were  rehoused.  This 

was  the  first  stage  in  Wallsend1 s  five  year  Slum  Clearance  Scheme. 

In  a  further  effort  to  deal  with  the  smoke  hazard  on 
Tyneside ,  the  Wallsend  Borough  Council  lent  its  support  during 
the  year  to  the  newly  formed  Tyneside  Regional  Advisory  Committee 
for  Smoke  Abatement  and  Clean  Air.  There  is  no  doubt  that  much 
can  be  achieved  by  local  effort  but  the  supply  of  smokeless  fuels 
is  a  national  problem  and  can  be  dealt  with  only  on  a  national 
level. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  members  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  for  their  encouragement  throughout  the  year.

SMOKE  FILTER  AND  VOLUMETRIC  SULPHUR  DIOXIDE  APPARATUS. 

The  above  apparatus  was  fitted  in  the  Health  Department  Office 
in  July,  1954.  During  each  period  of  24  hours  about  60  cubic  feet 
of  air  from  outside  the  building  is  drawn  by  means  of  a  small 
electric  pump  through  a  piece  of  white  filter  paper  and  then 
through  two  bubbling  tubes  containing  diluted  hydrogen  peroxide. 
Smoke  particles  are  trapped  on  the  filter  paper  and  form  a  stain 
which  varies  according  to  the  amount  of  tarry  matter  and  other 
combustible  matter  in  the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmosphere.  The 
weight  of  material  caught  is  estimated  by  matching  the  stain  with 
a  scale  of  shades  which  has  been  previously  calibrated  bjr  matching 
with  weighed  stains.  The  amount  is  expressed  in  milligrams . of 
smoke  particles  per  100  cubic  metres  of  air  (23,349  milligrams  = 

1  ounce;  1  cubic  metre  =  35.317  cubic  feet).  Sulphur  dioxide  in 
the  air  reacts  with  the  hydrogen  peroxide  to  form  dilute  sulphuric 
acid  and  the  amount  of  this  is  estimated  daily  by  titration  with 
standard  alkali.  From  this  the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  parts 
*  per  100  million  parts  of  air  (by  volume)  is  calculated.

THE  FOOD  STANDARDS  (ICE  CREAM)  ORDER ,  1953. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  issued  the  above  Order,  which  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  June  ,  1953  s  and  may  be  cited  as  the  Food 
Standards  (ice  Cream)  Order ,  1953 s  and  is  to  be  construed  as  one 
with  the  Food  Standards  (General  Provisions)  Order,  1944 <>  as  amended. 

In  this  Order  any  reference  to  Ice  Cream  includes  a  reference 
to  ices  but  nothing  in  this  Order  shall  apply  to  water  ices,  including 
ice  lollies, 

1.  The  standard  for  ice  cream  is  as  follows  s- 

Ice  cream  shall  contain  not  less  than  5  per  cent,  fat s  10  per 
cent,  sugar  and  74  per  cent,  milk  solids  other  than  fat? 

Provided  that  - 

(i)  ice  cream  containing  any  fruit,  fruit  pulp  or  fruit  puree 
shall  either  conform  to  the  standard  set  forth  above  or , 
alternatively ,  the  total  content  of  fat,  sugar  and  milk 
solids  other  than  fat  shall  be  not  less  than  25  per  cent, 
of  the  ice  cream  including  the  fruit ,  fruit  pulp  or  fruit 
puree ,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  such  total  content  of  fat, 
sugar  and  milk  solids  other  than  fat  shall  include  not 
less  than  74  per  cent,  fat,  10  per  cent,  sugar  and  2  per 
cent,  milk  solids  other  than  fat?

(c)  on  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  equipment  used 
for  such  poultry  or  feathers  in  such  premises  or 
vehicle  requiring  him  to  cleanse  and  disinfect  the 
premises ,  vehicle  or  equipment.  If  default  is  made 
in  complying  with  the  notice ,  the  Minister  or  the 
Local  Authoritjr  is  empowered  to  cause  the  work  to  be 
done  and  to  recover  the  cost  from  the  person  on  whom 
the  notice  was  served. 

Premises  so  required  to  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  may  not  be 
used  for  the  reception  of  any  more  poultry,  live  or  dead,  or 
feathers  until  that  work  has  been  carried  out.
